the_deſcent likewiſe was tedious and,frighrful ; 
for . of the Right Hand the: Rock hung over us 
very low and ſloping, and” on the Left a Rivolet 
which, with a Jap loud noiſe, glides along the 
Cave, made. us cautious in our Steps, till ar laſt 
we came Sweating into another Room, which is 
called the Hall; and here at firſt fight we were en- 
tertained with as great a Rarity as Nature hath in 
all her Store-Hotſes : *Tis aCiſtern almoſt ſquare, 


.about fix Foot each way, and of a conſiderable 


depth, always brimful of Water, ſapplicd by.the - 
ys which continually fall from above, and er 
” 


- , never runs over : and the reaſon is this, beca 


the Warter increaſeth, ſo'doth the Ciſtern too, and 
both of them had then been obſerved, within the: 
ſpace of 'Twenty Years, tothave received aconſide- 
rable augmentation ; which is the more probable 
becauſe the Water is of a petrefying nature ; and 
if any thing be caſt irito it, ina ſhort time it diſco- 
vers this ſecret quality by an outward incruſtation 
of that which 1s thrown in. The drops which 
hang above are like congealed Icecles, as clear, as 
Cryſtal, fome of whith falling down imo the 
Water grow harder in ſubſtance, though they ap- 
peut put pellucid; Round abour this Hall 
rang four Stones reſernBling four Flizches of Bacon, 
for the outſide is blackiſh, and the inſide white. 
In this place the Daughter of the old Sorcereſs ha 
took up her relidence, and appears to your'Þ ye

like a Statue of a Woman big witch Child ; ſhe is 
of a different colour from her Mother, being 
much, more dusky. But nothing is more Jnry 
to. behold than choſe which they call the 
Pipes, placed - qa {ide of the Rock, and are 
very like to thoſe we have in our Churches, ſome 
being of bigger, and ſome of lefler dimenſions ; in 
the middleof a good reaſonable thickneſs, though 
at the ends ſharp and ſlender. After ſome more 
difficulties in our Paſſage, atid no leſs dangerous 
than before, we came into another ' part, of the 
Cave, more range than any we had yet ſeen: 
*Tis a place which they call the Dancing-Room, 
{o well contrived and arched above, that Nature 
th here w at what Art can never be. able to 
attain : If you look up, the varjery of -Colours 
which are there to be ſeen by the light of the Can:

for there is 6 great a glides ing, ſuch. a luſtre as it 
were of Silver and ious Stones about you, 
that you would be ready to miſtake your ſelf, and 
think that you were in the Palace of ſome great 
Monarch of the World, and not in the ſtibterra- 
neous Cayerns of the Earth. If you look down, 
there you will find no ſtony, hard, rugged tra&t 
fo perplex you, but a fine, even, fandy Floor to 
divert _ ; and irideed it was beyond expeCta- 
tion, that we who had beheld before nothing but 
ſuch craggy Stones and dangerous Paſſages, ſhould 
2t laſt arrive in ſo ſpacious and delightful] a Place : 
They told us it was not unuſual for che Gentlemen 
nd Ladies in thoſe Parts to bring Muſick and 
Ince here, the Muſick, by reaſon of the Eccho, 
making a Melody morc ſweet than ordinary. We 
pauſed and breathed a little here, de aReng gr 
Teves as well with it, , as ag with the reſtmb 
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of a Chimney, which we took really to be one, 
it being of that Faſhion, and having in it a kin 
of black moiſt matrer, which; if you touch, it 
will ſtick to your Fingers and black them like 
Soot, and yet no Fire was ever known to be there. 
But we were not as yet fatisfied, though we were 
near half a Mileunder Ground in a diſmal Grotto, 
but went on farther to a place termed the Cellar, 
that i3<curiouſly Vaulted ; and *tis very uſual to 
carry Bottles of Wine, and drink there upon a 
Stone Table, which is formed out of the Rock. 
In this place lies a huge Mafly Stone, which they 
call the Great Gun ; the nature of which 1s this, 
take it but up in your Hatids, and let it fall down 
to the Ground, and a great Gun cannot give a 
louder report: We tried this experiment thrice, 
but we thought the Rock we were under would 
have rent in Pieces about our Ears, yet they who 
were half way in the Cave, or at rhe Mouthof 1 
or above it, heard no noiſe at :11| ; this we found 
experimentally true, for one of the Gentlemen 
who -entred in with us, being beat out with the 
difficulty of theTracts,ftaid about the middle-way, 
and when we returned back to him, he aſſured us, 
that where he ſtood he had heard nothing of a noiſe. 
Bur atlen{zth,at the end of the Cellar, after we had 
gone dowh lower ſome few Steps, a Rivolet there 
was that gave a period to bur Progreſs; it was 
pretty deep, «nd as clear as Cryſtal, the Water 
exrream cold, but very pleaſant to the Palate, 
and runs along the Cave ſometimes in a ſmall, and 
jomerimes in a larger Current, where raking up 
ſome of the congealed Matter that lies at the bor- 
torn of it, we found it very hatd, of a dusky co- 
lour, ard of a round cbiifiſtency, juſt as if a little 
company of Hajlſtones were cethetited and joined 
rogether, and -the River running along under 
Ground, tho' its Head from whetice it htſt ſprings, 
like that of the Nile in Egypr, is not as yet plaih- 
Jy difcovered, and conveying it ſelf at af out s 
tne 


the Cave ſets, as they ſay. Thirty Mills-on work, 
after ir comes into the adjacent Country. 
| When we were got thus far, almoſt a Mile 
under Ground, as our Guides told us, we began 
fo conſfider how we ſhould return, and get out 
fafe again from this place of Horrour and Dark- 
neſs to the Regions of Light, being afraid ro find 
the fame Difficulties we had encountred with in 
our entrance. But though the place was ſome - 
thing reſembling an infernal Abyſs, and our Paſ- 
fage into it proved ſo troubleſom and irkſom, yet 
we came. back without any toil, or rather with 
great facility and pleaſure, notwithftanding jt is 
1mpoſlible ro fnd out the way without a Guide, 
there being ſo many windings and turnings; nor 
could the Guides themſelves ever extricate them- 
ſelves out of this darkſom Labyrinth, but by the 
light of Candles, 'whereby they are enabled to 
ſteer their Courſe. However at laſt we made a 
ſhift' to creep up. again to the top of the Rock, 
= hp merry Lucian tells tis old Menippus did our 
m a hole in Lebadia, after he returned from 
Hell, and had ended his Diſcourſes with the 
Ghoſts below, and "ef back to the place where 
we firſt diſmounted, ahd left our Horſes to graze 
with the neighbouring Shepherds.

Aﬀer we had got breath, and were a little re- Bath 


cruited, we mounted again, and rode away for 
Bath, which by ſeveral old Writers is called Aca- 
mannum, Akemanceſter, from the old Roman way 
called Akemanſtreet-way ; which, ſay Antiquaries, - 
took its name from them that being full of Aches 
and Achings, made it their way to this place for 
eaſe of their Pains. We could not diſcover it, un- 
ril we came juſt upon it, lying low, 'and on all 
ſides ſurrounded with Hills, out of which iflue 
forth many Springs of a wonderful virtue, though 
ſome of them are very Sulphureous and unplea- 
fant to the Taſte, It 1s watered with the 4vor., 
over which it has a Stone-Bridge, and is environed 
: * | oo RES. ; 
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. with a Wall, commodious for its Market-place, 
and handſomly adorned with three Churches, one 
whereof is very large and fpatious, built in the 
form of a Cathedral, the Steeple 1s four-ſquare, 
and hath a Ring of tunable Bells, and che Quit 
is grac'd with a {mall but ſweet Organ: And in 
t are creed ſeveral ancient and ftately Monu. 
ments of Perſons of great Quality, 'and of ſome 
Biſhops of this See, who have been moſt noble Be- 
nefattors to'it; *Tis govern'd by a Mayor and 
Aldermen, and the Aflizes are generally kept 
there in the Summer time : But that which is moſt 
remarkable, and'cauſeth a concourſe not only of 
the Nobility and Gentry, but of the Commonalty 
too from all parts of the Nation hither, are the 
Baths, which are not inferiour to any whatever 
in Europe : The Waters hereig are hot, of a blue- 
iſh Colour, ſtrong ſcent, and. ſend forth thin Va- 
urs; and as, without queſtion, .they have 
Srengtbenal many weak and feeble Limbs, ſo 
do they cure divers Diſeaſes, which are incident 
and deſtrutive to humane Nature, by cauſing 
Men to Sweat either more gr leſs propertly 
to their Diſtempers. TherBhre four or five which 
are principally in requeſt, one "Triangular, and 
called the Croſi-Bath, from the Croſs that- ſteod 
formerly in the midſt of it ; *ris about twenty-fve 
Foot long, .and ls broad ar one end, the heat 'of 
3 gentler than the reſt, becauſe ir has fewer 
Springs. Whilſt we continued .in the Town, we 
were preſented by the Serjeant of this Bath with a 
iece of Earth, which was digged up here at 
” loſs of a Spring ; it ſmelt like Sulphur, and 
burnt like Soor. ' We faw likewiſe a piece of an 
Elm-Tree, which was digged - 3 the fame time, 
together with the Skull of a Woman taken up 
then too, which are Wipes to have lain there. 
many Years before the Bath. was ſo encloſed. The 
Orders are ſtrict and regular, and Perſons of the 
greateſt Quality prefer to bathe here, and to ah? 
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the Warer hereof with Limona Sugar, rather than 
of the other. Hard by this Is the ot Bath, 
not much frequented fave by thoſe who have quite 
loit the uſe Pikele Limbs, the Water at: 
much hoxter than the reſt. Not far from is 1s 
that which they call the Leper's Bath, which is be- 
liey'd to be very efficacious againſt that loathſo 
Diſeaſe, ape Rae or IIrnh, builtby Reginald, 
Bp. of Bath,for theuſe of poor,aged,decrepit People. 
About the middle of the Town, nearerto the great 
Church, are the King and Queen's Baths, divided 
only by a Wall ; the laſt having no Spring in it, 
bur receiving the Water from the King's Baeh, 
which is about 60 Foot ſquare, and has in the 
middle ef it many hot Springs that make its 
heat the greater : Each of x two Baths have a 
Pump to pump Vater upon the Difeaſed ; and L 
have obſerved ſome Perſons who have beentroubled 
with great Pains ig their Heads, or other parts of 
cheir Body, have ſuffered very $reat quantities of 
this ſcalding Water to be poured on them by their 
Guides, Hereabouts, formerly, was found an 
ancient Statue of Hercules amongſt other great Mo- 
numents ot Antiquity, holding a Serpent in his 
Hand, which was diſcover'd in the Ruines of 
an ancient Temple, perhaps that which was 
here Conſecrated to Mzinerva, and it might be 
thought very convenient, that he being the 'Tu- 
telary Patriot of fuch places, and having {o fre- 
ae expoſed himſelf tro hard Labours, and 
manifold Dangers, might now and then eaſe, and 
refreſh his wearied Limbs by ſuch Purgations, as 
the- Bath could afford him. In this, and other 
Baths, hang divers Crutches of lame and decrepit 
Perſons, which they left bebind them as Trophies 
of their Recovery, being perfealy cured of their 
Lameneſs and Infrmity, and reſtor'd againto their 
former Health and Strength. There is ſtill one 
behind, which is call'd the Horſe-Batb, which is 
faid to be as effeRual forghe cure of lathe and

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From hence we courſed over the Plains direQly _ 
to incheſter, which by Antiquaries has been call'd Winch6&- 
Venta Belgarum, as Briſtol; was Venta Simenorum ; ſter. 
and amongſt the Brieains it had the Name likewiſe 
of Caer-Guent ; It was -of preat Repure — 
the Romans, atid nd lefs famous in the time of 
Saxons, and Houriſhed as greatly under the Power 
of the Normans, till once or twice both Fire and 
Sword in an envious Emulation ſtrove together to 
deface it ; burit is grown again fince very fair and 
populous, large and a 1s computed within 
the Walls to be abouta Mile in length, is pleafant- 
ly ſeated in a Vale betwixt two Hills, and' hath 
Gates which give Entrance into the City, tho” 
it was much defaced in the late Civil Wars ; aslike- 
wiſe the Caſtle which cnlng,t hath been accoun- 
ted altogether impregnable. This is the Caſtle that 
Mawd the Empreſs having held our, after ſhe had 
taken it, a conſiderable time againſt King Stephen, 
and after by a cloſe Siege being in great danger to 
be Re-taken, fearing by that means to fall into her 
Enemies Hand, ſhe ſecured her ſelf by this cun- 
ning Stratagem ; ſhe commanded it ſhould be given 
out for a 'T ruth, that ſhe was certainly dead ; and 
pon this order'd her ſelf to be carried out upon a 
Bier, as if ſhe had been fo indeed, and by this 
means provided for her own fafety, Upon the 
Wall hereof hangs the Round Table fo much talk- 
ed of by the Vulgar, and call'd King Arthur's 
Round TT able; whether this can juſtly claim ſo great 
Antiquity, as is attributed to it, I ſhall not under- 
take to determine; yet certain itis, thattheſe very 
"Tables are of a long ſtanding, for fornierly, after

Taculoul roof of her Innocence to St, Swithin 
atrgn of this Church. and afterward ir a gratefy 
gekereuhed nent beſtow'd great Dopatives upon 
It was always held in great Venexation by the 
$axons, becauſe divers.of ther Rings were Interr'd 
in it, and was calld by them the old Monaſtery, 
to diſtinguiſh it from the new one founded by 
Alured, in whichhe placed a Fraternity of Presby- 
ters, who it ſeems, by agreat Miracle of the Crofs 
ſpeaking, and diſapproving their Order, were all 
expell'd from thence by Dunſtan, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, who ſubſtirured Monks in their Raom:;

'. Body of Will. Rufus. This Kingreceiv'd his'mortal

gave a general Toleration for buildin les and

ceptaclefor Seditionand Rebellion, King Henry Ill, 
quite demoliſh'd and pull'd it down, though af.

Paſſing from hence through Guilford, a Town 
of good Note, ſeated on the River Wey, conliſt- 
ing of three Pariſhes well frequented, and full of 
fair Inns, we obſerv'd here {till the Ruines of a 
large old Caſtle near the River, and have fince 
learnt, "That the $axox Kings had formerly a Roy- 
al Manſion here, in whoſe times it wasa place of a 
greater Extent. | 

Coming after this to Kingſtor,, a Market-Town 
of good Reſort, we were 1nform'd, that it went 
anciently by the Naitne of Moreford, but after that, 
chang'd irs Name to Kingſton, when it had the 
Honour to become a place for rhe Coronation of 
the Saxon Monarchs; Athelſtan, Edwin, and Erbel- 
red, being here Crown'd Kings upon an open 
Stage in the Market-place:

The Hot Well, *T ts incloſed in a fair 
Srone-Building, erected by the Earl of Shrewsbury, 
and the Water, by its Operation, being of anear 
Affinity with that iti the Crofs-Bath, draws hither 
in the Summer, a great Concourſe vt People, of 
all Ages and Degrees, here being Lodgings pre- 
pared on purpoſe, proportionable to therr Quali- 
ty, or Condition. The Fountain daily purging 
it ſelf, runs away in a continued Current into the 
adjacenit Meadows, and adds a reeking colour to 
the other Waters with which it unites its Tepid 
Streams. Not far diſtant from this, was formerly 
ewo Springs of a contrary Nature, the one hor, 
and the other cold, but the Partition betwixt them 
being ſmall, and no care taken to preſerve them, 
when we were at the place, the hot one ſeem” 
then to be moſt predominant.

the other ; beſides the Water which runs along it

But he that deſires any further Satisfaction a- 
bout theſe Seven Wonders let kim have recourfe 
to an ingenious Poem called Mirabilia Peccz, 
which was wrote ſome Years ago by the famous 
Mr. Hobbs, who had the honour to live ſometimes 
inthe Noble Family of the then-Earl, now Duke 
of Devonſhire, who has now ſuch a glorious Seat in 
the Peak, called Chatteſworth, that it may ve ny 
reputed the Eighth \Woader, hen 
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When we had ſufficiently-feaſted our Eyes with 
thefe moſt admirable Rarities, and refreſhed our 
ſelves a while after ſome few troubleſom Fartigues, 
we mounted again, and made the beſt of our way . | 
thro! Aſbbourn, another Market-Town ofa conſide- Aſhbourn 
rable 'Trade to Urceſter, or Uroxeter, which being Utceſter. 
within the Limits ot Szaffordſbire, is ſituated upon 
the River Dove amonglt verdant Meadows, and 
conſequently rich in Paſture and Caſtle.  Hiſto- 
rians tell us, that VUiferus King of Mercia, reſidin 
at his Caſtle of Vſferceſter, contrafly Ulceſter, an 
underſtanding that his Son UVſfade had carried his 
0 Brother Reffus, under & pretended colour of Hunt- 
ing, to St. Chad, a famous Father of the Church 
in thoſe days, and that they were both infkructed 
and baptized into the Chriſtian Faith by the per- 
ſuaſion of Yerebode a great Favourite of his, goes 
immediately to the Oratory of this Holy Man, 
where finding both his Sons in a devout Com, 
lation, he kills them immediately with his own 
nd, whereupon Ermenhelde his Queen, and 
their Mother, entombed them in a Sepulchre of 
Stone, and in proceſs of time cauſed a Church of 
Stone to be erefted over them, which place was 
afterward called Stoxes, by reaſon of the many 
Stones that were brought hither by devout People 
in order fot this ſacred Structure. After this Uſfer, . 
being extreamly diffatiched with this inhumane 
Attion, and repenting heartily for his barbarous 
Butchery, did himſelf turn Chriſtian, and ro ſhew 
his Zeal for 'the Chriſtian Cauſe ao ron the 
Pagan Temples, - burnt their Idols, and erected 
os Churches and Religious Houſes in their 
ead. 
As we travelled along we found this County of Stafford- 
a healthy Air and pleafanr Soil, though North. ſhire. 
ward it appears more hilly and barren ; in ſome 
parts it is full of Woods, inothers it abounds with 
Coal and Iron, and ſo great was formerly the 
number of Parks and Warrens here, that moſt 
Gentlemens 
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Gentlemens Seats were acconumodated with both. 
Its principal Rivers are tht Dove, which fo en- 
richeth the Ground, that the adjacent Meadows 
are noted for yielding, as ſome will have it, the 
ſweeteſt Mutton in England; and the famous Trene, 
which runs along thro” the middle of the County, 
being commonly reputed the third River ih Eny- 
tand, receives its Denomination, either ſay ſome, 
becauſe there are Thirty Rivolets which run ints 
ir, or Thirty forts of Fiſh that ſwim within its 
Streams ; nay others go ſo far as politively to aſ- 
fert what the Hungarians do of their River Tivi/cus, 
that two Parts are Witer, and the third Fiſh, 
Stafford is'about ten Miles from Urceſter, of great 
Antiquity, and hath gone under divers Names ; 
it was at firſt built by Zd#ard the Senior, under 
the name of Betheny, where one Berreline, that 
was afterward Canoniz'd for a Saint for his great 
Piety, led an Hermites Lite ; afterward Starford, 
and now Stafford. The noble Lady Elfleda, Wie 
to Ecthelred Duke of Mercia, was very liberal in 
her Contributlons in order to its Repairs, as ſhe 
was likewiſe to divers other emihent Cities, who 
had ſuffered by the Danes : *Tis ſituated in a fair 
Soil and a feet Air, on the Banks of the River 
Sowe, with a Bridge over it; 'tis adorn'd with two 
Churches, one whereof is very large and ſpacious 
and a Free. School, beautified with a large an 
uniform Marker-Place, in which is a Houſe where 
the Afſizes are held for the Coupty ; the Streets 
are clean and well paved, the Buildings of Stone 
and Slate, and ſome of rhe Stru&tures are very 
Mmodiſh and beautiful. Ring John made it a Cor- 
poreiba, and Edward the Sixth c>nfirmed and en. 
arged the Charter. Here was a Priory of Black 
Canons built by Rich. Peche, Bithop of Covenery and 
Litchfield, 4. D. 1162. to the Metnory of St. Tho- 
»as of Canterbury, and a College of a Dean and 
Canons dedicared to St. Mary ; ahd not far from 
hence ate to b2 ſeed the Ruins of ati aticleyt Call 
GAGhSi 
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belonging heretofore to the Barons of Srafford, 
but in our late unhappy Broils it underwent the 
fame Fate which diyers other Caſtles did then 
undergo. 

Whilſt we were reſident in this place, we had 
ſome notice that the great A/jlum, which preſer- 
ved his Sacred Ma eſt King Charles Second, was 
not far from this place ; whereupon being then a 
little impatzent to behold that unparallell'd San- 


ir we went from hence to Long-Birch, a Lon 
leaſant Seat ſituate about eight or nine Miles Bir 


om Stafford, and as then finding no convenient 
Opporrunity to. finiſh {ome particular Bulineſs 
which we had there to diſpatch, we rode on till we 
came at laſt to that noted Wood, where that famous

we found it paled in with high Pales, which were 0st.

Roger Montgomery in the 
Reign of Wiliam the Conqueror, built on the 
North-fide of it a ſtrong Caſtle, and founded here 
A,D. 108}. a Benedittine Abbey to the' Honour 
of St. Peter and St. Paul: Befides which here were 
likewiſe two Colleges of St: Mary and St: Chad: 
The School was Founded by the moſt Heroick 
Queen Ekxaberh, which being a fair and uniforrt 
Strufture'built of Free-ſtone, 15govern'd by a Ma- 
ſter and two Uſhers, and: well furniſhed with 2 
uſeful Library. As to the neatneſs of its Streets 
and Buildings it yields to few other Cities in En9- 
tand ; and for publick Devotion-'it has five Parith 
Churches, two of which are beautified with lofty 
Spires - rhe City 1s kg by a Mayor, Re- 
corder ant two Sheriffs; who live: generally in 
great Repnre and Grandeur ; and the three Mar. 
ket-Days, . which are here eyery Week, cauſe a 
very great cy both of the M1*/ſh and other 
Perſons, ' and occaſtons 2 conſiderable Trade in 
this place. Near to which ſharp Barte] was fought 
A.'D. 1672, berween Henry IV. and Henry Piercy 
Farl of 'NortFi21berland. which place was called 
Battle-Field, where the King ereCted a College of 
Secular Canons to the Honour of St. Mary Mag talen, 
for the Honour of that Victory, . . But -

ck deſtroyed ſo many, breaking forth firſt here 
diſperſed it ſelf at lengrh over the whole Nation. 

afling from hence we rode rhiGugh Strerton, Stretton, 
ten Miles diſtant from this City, and there being 
three of them which join cloſe to one another, 
Little-Stretton , Church-Stretton , and All-Strerton, 
the middlemoſt being a Market Town is of great- 
eſt Note. 

But finding here nothing to detain us, we made Ludlow. 

no ſtop till we arrived at Ludlow, the Chiet Town 
in this County ; 'tis of greater Antiquity than 
Beauty, ſituated by the River Corve, defended by 
2 Wall and Caſtle, both built by Roger Earl of 
Montgomery, When Robert de Belaſme, Earl of f 
Shrewsbury, and Son to Montgomery, was taken Pri- 
ſoner in his Rebellion againſt Henry the Firſt, the 
King then leiled it ; after this it was given away 
from the Crgwn by Henry the. Second, and came 
into the Poſleſſion of the Lacys, from thence to the 
Mortimers, and at laſt it became the Inheritance 
of the Princes of Wales, and by this means be- 
ginning to come into great Repure, the Inhabi- 
tants erected here a very ſtately Church, ſo that in 
a little time it excelled all its Neighbourhoad ;

D.*800, which was deſtroyetl 
intke Daiiſh\Wars ; after thar here Was a College 
of Prebtndarice, until 'King Henry the firſt annex- 
ed their 'Linds to the' Abby of 'Readinp, and fo it 
became a Cell of Benedidine Monks to that Abby, 
being dedicared to St. Fames ; ' ſome are of 'Qpi- 
nion that'it received 'its'name from Linum, Flax 
or Hemp, 'which were wont to'grow here in great 
abundance ; others from'L 21a, 'Wooll, becauſe it 
is ſuppoſed to have the beſt Wooll, known bythe 
name of Leipfter Ore, which'as it makes the fineſt 
Cloth in'E»gland, fo doth irs Wheat "the ' pureſt 
Bread ; hence it 'is grown Proverbial among the 
Inhabitants, For Lempſter Bread'and Weobley Beer, 
none can come near, The Town'is fitufred in a 
pleafint Valley, and 1s governed by a Baylifi 
and Aldermen, 'and*adorned wirh'a Handſom. Hall

Suzton Walls, near to the Village of Marden, which Sutton 
are the Ruins of ſome ancient great Building, in #alls:

when Hereford was but in its Infancy : "This 
Offs being King of the Moercians, and having 1N- 

rexgled Etbelbert King of the Eaſt-Angles into his 

Palace, under colour and pretence of beſtow- 
ing his Day er upon him in Marriage, by 
the advice of his ambitious Wife, in hopes to ſuc- 
cd him in-his Kingdom, baſely and treatherouſ- 
wonukes his Head to .be {triken oft by one Grim- 

kere his Servant, and;his Body being Baried upon 

the Banks of the River Lugg was afterward re- 

moved to Hereford,and.over it was Built the preſent 

ſately Cathedral. 

Hard by Lidbury, another Market Town of this 

County, ,near to the place where the Rivers Me 

and Lygg unite, is,a Hill called Marcklcy-Hill,;ce- Marckley 
 &brated by gur, Hiſtorians for its wonderful 'Tra- 1;ll near 
vel Feb. 7. 1571. for about ſix a Clock in he Lidbury. 
Evening ,on a ſudden as it were rouzed out of a 

dull Lethargy, 11 moved with a roaring noiſe from 

the place where :;ſtood, and by ſeven the nexr 
Morning had gone aBqurt 2.00 Foot, and fo conti- 

ned its [I ravels-for 2 days together, to the great 

Horror and Aſtoniſhment of all che Neighbouring 
{Iahabitants; whereupon Kynaſton Chapel, Trees, 

Hedges and Sheep Folds tell down, and, which 
adds-much to the Wonder, rwo High-Ways were 

turned about 300 Foot from their former Paths, 

the Eaſt parts to the- Weſt, and the Welt to the 

Eaſt, 4 "> being left in the place of 'Till:ge, 

and this 1n the place of. Paſturage. 

Having taken our leave of our Friends at Here- 
Ford, we .paſled through Roſs, a Town noted as Roſs and 
well for its :0uſes built of Stone and Slate, as for Huatley., 


the great Vulcanian Tribe of Blackſnuths which 
H 4 there 
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there inhabit, to gy a Village about fifteen or 
{ixteen Miles diſtant from Hereford, | 
From hence, Travelling again through Gloceſter, 
Fairford. we arrived at Fairford, # Market Fown, formerly 
of good account for its curious Church- Windows, 
in which was pourtrayed the Hiſtory of the Bible 
in painted Glaſs , until they were defaced by the 
malicious Hands of thoſe, who, being all Defor- 
mity thernſelves, could not endure to ſee God wor- 
ſhipped in the Beanty of Holineſs. 
After we were gone from this place, we were 
Berkſhire, Quickly got within the Precincts of Berk ſhire, 
unty pleaſant and fertile, watered with the 
River Iſis, adorned wnh woody Hills, and thick 
Groves, and fruitful Valleys, whereof that which 
. is called the Vale of White Horſe 1s extreamly de- 
lightful, and Nature compenſates the Barrennefs 
of the Soil in one place by her manifold Gifts ſhe 
beſtows upon it in another. 
Faring: , Farringdon was the firſt Town of Note we ar- 
don. rived at, called iti the Saxon Chronicle Fearndune, 
where about the Year 925 King Edward the Se- 
nior died ; which tho' {ituated upon a ſtony Soil, 
yet is now as famous for its great Market, as it 
was formerly for its im oay « Fortreſs, ereCted 
here by Robert Earl of Gloceſter again King Ste- 
phen, which the King, though with the loſs of a 
great number of his Soldiers, at laſt by his con- 
tinued Aﬀaults and Batteries took and utterly de- 
moliſhed. Here was a Priory of C:ſtertian Monks 
founded by King John, A. D. 1200, which was 
Subordinate to the Abbey of Beaulieu in Hamp- 
ſhire. 
Ten Miles from this is another fair Town cal- 
Abington, |< Abingron, ro which the River Ifis, after it 
hath winded it ſelf a long way about in a crooked 
Channel, makes its near approaches ; it is a large 
and populous place, and receives its denomina- 
tion from a famous Abbey founded hete A. D. 
625, by Heane, Nephew to Ciſſa Vice-Roy of the 
| Welt- 
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:ft-Saxons ;, and although this Monaſtery did for 
ſome Yeats flouriſh exceedingly, yet it was after- 
wards ſubverted by the Fury of the Danes, btit 
through the Bounty and Munificence of King 
Edred and King Edgar, it was reſtored again to its 
cimitive Splendor and Greatneſs; and as it hath 
been famous for the Sepulrure of divers eminent 
Perſons, particularly of Sidetnannus ahd Epeluinws, 
both ancient Biſhops ; and of Robert 4Oily and A/- 
dith his Wife, who contributed much to the Build- 
ing St. Mary's Church in 4bington ; ſo by the Care 
and Ind of the Norman Abbots it grew to that 
itch of Grandeur, and fo exceeding Rich and 
ealthy, that it began indeed to be beyond all 
Compariſon ; and truly the Ruins of it, - which 
are fill viſible, do ſpeak it to have been a glorious 
Structure : As for the Town, though it had its 
chief Dependance on the Abby, yet from the 
Year 14.16, after that King Henry the Fifth had 
Built a ſtrong Bridge of Stone, over the River I, 
as two Verfes which are written in 'St. Helen's. 
Church Windows do atteſt. 


Henricus quintus quarto flundaverat anno 
Rex pontem Burford ſuper undas atque Culhamford: 


And gurned the High-way hither to make a 
ſhorter Paſſage, it began to be populous, and 
much frequented, and hath ever fince been re- 
pee the principal Town in the County : The 
nhabitants are generally Maltſters (Barley be- 
ing here a valuable Commodity) and great 
Cock-Maſters too, for which little frerce Crea- 
tures they make frequent Matches : The Magi- 
ſtrates by their Vigilancy and Care do keep up 
the Corporation in great Honour and Requeſt, and 
the Mayor and Aldermen are diligent and circum- 
(pe& in the diſcharge of their Offices, and for 
the more great and weighty Matters, which arc 
above their Sphere, the Judges when they _ 

their 
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their Circuit, and keep the Aſflizes here for the 
County, do eaſe them of that trouble, by giving a 
&nal Determination of all. 

When we had rode about five Miles further, we 
came within the limits.of Oxfordſhire, ro a Town 
called Dorcheſter, built at farlt by Bir:wus Biſhap of 
Caer-Dor, which Bede calls Dorcania, and Leland 
Hydropolis, taking its name of the Waters it ftands 
upon, ſometimes Walled about and Cafſtled, by all 
now ruined and gone, a round Hill there {till ap- 
pearing. Here, as we arc told im the Hiſtory of 
Allchefter , the Superſtitious enſuing Ages built 
Birinus a Shrine, teaching them that thad 
Cattel amiſs-to creep to-that Shrine for help, ſuc 
Blindneſs poſlefled- them then, that thez laid the 
Commandments -of God afide:to-follow their own 
Traditions, and yet fo blind are their Poſterity, 
that-they praiſe their .Dojngs. That this was a 
Calony of the -Remans is very evident ;from their 
various Coins and Medals, bearing -their Stamp, 
which have been ;found-hereabouts, and it is as 
certain that formerly it was a/Biſhop's See, which 
Birinus the Grand Apoſtle of the web 9 Saxons pla- 
ced here ; tor inthe Year 635, by the-Preaching 
of this Holy Man, -King Kzneg:i{/us and all-his Peo- 
ple received the Chriſtian Faith, to whom O/- 
wald King of the Northumbers was 'God-Eather at 
the Font, whereupon a [Biſhop's See -was here 
fixed. But : belides Kineoi/ſus he Baprized after 
that Guicheline his Son too, -and after -him Cuthred 
King of Kent, abour the Year 639. te is faid to 
have inſtitured Secular Canons in his Cathedral 
Church, who continued till in the Reign of King 
Stephen, Alexander Biſhop of Linco!n converted 


-them to Canons Regular. Upon the Death of Zq- 


ward, A&thelſtan his c\delt Sn lucceeded, -and du- 
ring his whole-Reign.guarded thefe-Parrs from all 
diſturbance of the Danes, who in Fanuary 938 


-held here a Council, as the Learned Mr. .Kennet 


iptorms us, Þ: Civitate celeberrima que Dornaceſtre 
appellatur, 
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«ppellateuty, 'and rhere gave a Charter, ſubſcribed 
by four Tributary Kings, 'two Arch-Biſhops, and 
fortrreen Fein to the Covent of Mihmbny. 
Upon the Death of VF, or Yulfin, Biſhop of Dor- 
cheſter, Remigins was preferred to this See, and at 
a Council held at London, A. D. 1072. the Epi- 
Regal Seat was transferred from Dorcheſter, as too 
obſcure 'a place, to the City of Lincoh: ; from 
which time it'began vifibly 'to decline, and is now 
only famous for its remains of Antiquity, and for 
the appy conun&tion of the two noted Rivers 
Tame ana Ihs. 

The next Town of Note, which was obvious 
in the Road, was Henley, 'to which 'the 'River Henley. 
Thames, after it hath'ferch/da great Compals, doth ; 
at laft (eproack.; tis 'raken 'for a \moſt ancient 
Brizifþ Town, from Her old, and 'Ehey a-place ; 
and, as'Cambden and Dr.' Plot ſuppoſe, was the 
head Town of 'the People called 2ztneatizes, who 
fubmitted'to'Ce/ar : The Inhabirants are generally 
Barge-Men, and by carrying away much Cornand 
good ſtore of Wood, of which there is great pten- 
ty in'theadjacent Villages, in their Barges to Lon- 
gon, do enrich the! Neighbouthood, and * pick otit 
tothemſelves a very comfortable Snbſiſtence. 

After'a little reſpite we proceeded on to'Meaiden- yy ,jqer. 
head, which, rhey fay, was thus denominated from þeaq. 
the faperſtitious Adoration given to a *Briziſh 
Maid, "being one of the Eleven Thouſand, which 
by the Condu& of St. Ur/ula returning home from 
Rome, 'were all'Martyr'd at Cologne in Germeny, 

'by the 'Tyratit 4rrita, that moſt cruel Scourge ' to 

the Chriſtians : Tis of no long Date or Standing, 

for within this ' Hundred Years 'the' Paſlage over 

the River was ata place called Babham's End, bur 

after that a ſtrong Bridge of Wood was once here 

erected, 'it began to draw Strangers to 1t apace, 

and to ourſhine and excel its. Nezghbour | Bray, 

which being now ancient gives its Name to the 

whole Huridred, *tis not unlikely that the'B:brocs 
were 
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were the former Inhabitants of theſe Parts, who 
did willingly of their own accord come and fub. 
mit themſelves to Fulius Ceſar, and the Relics bf 
their Name ſeem to make it out, for Bibrade in 
France 18 ealily contracted into Bray ; and it is not 
at all improbable rhat Ceſar making an Inrode in. 
to this County, did paſs over the River not far 
from this place, though Mr. Kenner, I find is of 
Opinion, that he breught his Forces over at Wal.

Windſor. 6 this Hundred is Wind/or,. where we arrived 
towards the declining of the Day : This place was 
given away by Edward theConfeſſor from the Crown 
to the Church of Weſtminſter, but William the Con- 
queror taking a great AﬀeCtion to it, by reaſon of 
its pleaſant Situation, made an exchange with 
the Abbot of Weſtminſter for ſome other Lands in 
the room of this, and fo it returned to the Crown 
again ; the Palace here, to which the King and 
Court do reſort in Summer time, is inferiour to 
none for Sight and Pleaſantnefs, for Beauty and 
Magnificence throughout his Majeſty's Dominions, 
and perhaps for curiousPainting exceeds atthis time 
all ether Palaces in the Kingdom, being theadmu- 
red Workmanſhip of Unimitable- Seignior Verrie ; 
in the Front lies a pleaſant Vale, garniſhed with 
Corn-fields , Houriſhing with green Meadows, 
deck'd with melodious Woods, and water'd with 
the gentle Streams of the noble River Thames ; be- 
hind it is a pleaſant Proſpe& of a deli hiful Fo- 
reſt, deſign'd on purpoſe by Nature for Sport and 
Recreation, while ſhe ſo liberally ſtocks it with 
nunierous Herds of Deer lurking amongſt the ſha- 
dy Thickets. In fine, *tis Iich an Elyfum for 
Pleaſure and Delight, that our Kings and Princes 
have always choſe to retire hither for their Diver- 

| fron; and Charles the Second was ſo taken with 

it, that he yearly kept his Court here in the Sum- 

mer time, The Royal Caſtle and Chapel adjoin- 

ing was rebuilt by Edward the Third, who Jens 
. ra 
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Born in this Town, for Henry the Firſt had before 
ercfted it, fortifying the fame with ſtrong Walls 
and Trenches; he founded alſo a Chantry for 
Fight Prieſts, neither endowed nor incorporate, 
but maintained by an Annual Penſion out of the 
Exchequer ; but Edward the Third founded-: this 
College for a Cuftos,, Twelve Secular Canons, 
Thirteen Prieſtsor Vicars, Four Clerks, Six Cho- 
riſers, 'T wenty-ſ1x Alins-Knights, beſides other 
Officers to the Honour of St. Edward the Confeflor 
and Sr. George. In the Chapel lie interr'd two of 
our Kings Henry the Eighth and Charles the Firſt ; 
and to this. Caſtle was committed Priſoners, John 
King of France, and David King of Scots, by King 
Edward the Third. This Caſtle ſtands upon a Hil 
with a ſtately and ſpacious Terrace before it, and 
it hath a very magnificent Church dedicated by 
Edward the Third to St. George, but brought to 
that preſent Splendor and Beauty, with which it 
is now illaftrated, by King Edward the Fourth, 
and Sir Reginald Bray. ' Who this St. George was 
we have now mentioned, Mr. Sands in his 'T ravels 
gives us the beſt account, That he was a Cappade- 
cian, advanced in the Wars to the Dignity of a 
Tribune, who afterward became a Soldier of 
Chriſt, and is faid in Lydda to have ſuffered Mar- 
tyrdom under Dzocleſian, where ſtands a Temple 
built to his Honour, as they fay, by a King of 
England, which Church the Greeks have the Cu- 
ſtody of, and do fhew a Skull-therein, -which-they 
affirm to be St: George's, On this St. George's Day, 
which is April 23. mg euers the Third, that 
he might give to-true Chivalry that Honour and

Betwixt the two Courts arifeth up a high 
Mount, on which is ſet a round Tower, and hard 
by it riſech another lofty Pinnacle, called Min- 
chefter Tower, of William Mickam Biſhop of Uin- 
chefter, whom Ring Edward the Third made Over- 
ſeer of this Work, when he Built the Caſte. 
There is a Rumour of a certain Inſcription that 
was engraven by this F/ickam upon the mner 

rt ofthe Wall, after the finiſhing of the Tower, 
in theſe Words, This made Wickham ; which bear- 
ing a dubious meaning, fome of the Courriers, 
that were his Enemies, repreſented them in ſuch

Having ſatisfied our Curiofities with theſe plea- 
fant Proſpe&ts, we took our Farewell of the Mu- 
ſes Atheneum, as well as Mars his Cittadel, and 
crofling again the River arrived at Colebrook, three Cole» 
or four Miles diſtant from this place, fo called from Þrook. 
the River Cole, which gently glides along through 
Bucks and Middleſex ; *ris partcd into ſevetai Chan- 
nels, over which ſtand as many Bridges, and by the 
ſeveral partitions of its Streams it encompaſſeth 
ſeveral little pretty Iſlands, into which the Danes 
fled about the Year 894 whither King Aifred 
purſued them, and endeavoured what he could to 
annoy them, till at laſt for want of Proviſion he 
was enforced to quit that moſt advantageous Poſt, 

We pafled on from hence to Brentford, which Brent« 
receives its name- from the Rivoler Brent running ford. 
byit. Herein the Year 1016 Edmund Ironſide did 
lo overpower the Danes, that they fled away very 
ingloriouſly, being quite routed by him, and lea- 
ving 2 great many Men {lain behind them. 'This 
Town being a great thorough Fare for the We- 
ſtern Counties, and lying near to London, is et1- 
riched with a great Trade, and the Market draws 
a conſiderable concourſe of Citizens, who flock 
hither on purpoſe to boy up ſuch Commodities as 
it aflords ; betides the River Thames running not 
far from it, is very conducive to beautihe and en- 
rich it, whilſt by that means all forts of Good; 
are With great conveniency conveyed backward 
and forward thither. 

Here met us ſome Friends, who from thence | 
conducted us back to the City, where we again $1 
fafely arrived after this divertive Perambularion, f 


The End of the Second Journey. 
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A Narrative of his Third Journey. 
E diverted our ſelves for ſome little 
time in the City, bur the Pleaſures 
therein growing nauſeating and irk- 

ſom, and the Rural Diverſions more 


pleaſing and delightful, we refolved to undertake 
once more a Pilgrimage of a greater extent, than 
any we had Yone before ; and the Vernal Seaſon, 
which then began to attire the Country in all 
its bravery, did as mightily conduce to quicken 
our Reſolutions in ſteering our Courſe about rhe 
Maritime Coalts of our Native Soil, as in taking 
a view 
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a view of that further _ of the Continent, to 
which before we had made no acceſs. 

Hereupon equipping our ſelves, like provident 
Pilgrims, with all things requiſite for ſo great a 
Journey, we ſet forward, and having ſome Friends 
which accompanied us in our way , our firſt . 
Remove was into the County of Eſſex, a Country Eſſ:#. 
of as great Variety as Delight, of a conſiderable 
compals and very fruitful ; *ris full of Woods and 
ſhady Groves, enriched with all kind of Grain, 
abounds with Saffron, atid is ſtocked with great 
Herds of Kine and Hogs ; hereupon the Ruſticks 
have great plenty of Dairies, and make Cheeſes 
maſly and ponderous; the Gentry penerally are 
courtly and affable, and the Commonalty for the 
moſt part pretty well refined ; but for them who 
live in the Hundreds (as they call that part of the 
- ' County which lying more low and flat, and near 
to the Sea, is full of Marſhes and Bogs) they are 
Perſons of fo abject and ſordid a Temper, that 
they ſeem almoſt ro have undergone poor Nebu- 
chadnezzar's Fate, and by convyerſing continually 
with the Beaſts to have learn'd their Manners. 

Rumford was our firſt Stage, about ten Miles Riimfotd, 
from London, renowned for irs great Market for 
all manner of Cattle, but more efpecially celebra- 
ted for its Hogs and Calves. After a little ſtop in 
this place, we paſſed on through Burntwood and In- Burnt- 

erſtone, Towns of no great Note, ſave one for its wood «nl 
Free-School, and both for their Markets and Ho- 1nger- 
ſpitable Inns, to Chelmsford, a Town twenty-five '*276- 
Miles from the City, where we took up our 

Quarters fer'one Night. 

This Town ſtands in 'the Hearr of the County, Chelms-! 
being formerly called Chelmerford; *tis (ituate be- tord, 
twixt two Rivers which meet here, viz. Chelmer 
from the Eaſt, and another from the South, the 
hame whereof, if it be Can, as ſorhe would have 
it, we have no reaſon to doubt it was Old Cano- 
num, Which Cambden tel us ſtood anciently 5 
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this place ; it was of old very famous for a finall 
Religious Houſe erefted by Malco/me King of 
Scots, and for its Church-Windows ( having the 
Hiſtory of Chriſt and the Eſcutcheons of its noble 
BenefaCtors painted in them) which were batter'd 
down by the Inftigated Rabble in the late Rebel. 
lion; but that which now renders it moſt Re- 
nowned, is not only the Aſſizes, which are held 
here twice a Year for the County, but likewiſe its 
great Market for Corn, which the 'Londoners co- 
ming down every Week take away in great 
forme - and the Vicinity of the Nobility and 

entry, which lying round about it, do very 
much enhance its Glory, as well as promote its 
Trade. 

Burt the Allurements of this place were too 
weak to detain us any longer than the Morning; 
for no ſooner did we diſcern the modeſt Bluſhes 
upon Aurora's Cheeks, but we prepared our ſelves 
for-the Farewel of our Friends, where mutually 
embracing each other, with ſome paſlionate Ex. 
preſſions of Kindneſs at our departure, we left 
them to rerurn to the City. and they with a gale 
of good Wiſhes ſpeeded us forward on our Journey, 

o ſooner were they departed from ts, but a 


Cloud of Sorrow overſpread our Countenance, 


and, as if we had ſuffered an Eclipſe of Friend- 
ſhip upon our Souls by their Separation {rom our 


SÞodics, we began to think that of all Evils which 


are incident to Humanity , there 1s none that 
equals Privation, upon which account we became 
for a while a little COLLg', 6 in our Thoughts, 
till F/itham, another Market Town about five 
Miles diſtant from Chelmsford, Builr. as is ſuppo- 
ſed, by King Edward the Senior, preſented us with 
ſome other Scenes of Pleaſure and Diverſion. 
However our main drift being for Colcheſter, 
we haſtned to that place, which was formerly 
called Kaer-Colden by the Britains ; but: whether 
it took its Name fron Colonia, a Colony of the 
. Romans 
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Romans being here planted, or from the River 
Colne, 'tis not much material to enquire ; the ſe- 
veral Coins, which have been digged up here, 
bearing all the Roman ſtamp, do evince its Anti- 
quity ; and whether Lucius, Helena, and Conſtan- 
tine, the firſt Chriſtian King, Empreſs, and Em- 
ror in the World, were Born here or no, fure 
am, that the Inhabitants ſpeak great things of 
her Father King Coe/, who built the Caſtle, (tho' 
others will have it Built by Edward, Son of King 
Alfred ) and the Walls of the 'Town, having ere- 
Qed a Statue for him in the midſt of it, which 

, they preſerve with great Reverence to perpetuate 
his Memory : And ”tis as Certain, that in remem- 
brance of the Croſs which his Daughter found 
here, they give for their Arms a Croſs engrailed 
betwixt two Crowns. It ſuffered much of old 
from the Fury of the Eaſt-SaxonMbour the Year 
921, as the Saxon Chronicle informs us, who ha- 
ving taken it by Storm put all to the Sword, ex- 
cept a few, who by ſtealth crept away, and ſaved 
themſelves by flight, and deſtroyeg all its For- 
treſſes, and threw down its Walls ; but King E4- 
ward the Confeffor came and Fortified it again, 
and having repaired all its Breaches, and ſtreng- 
thened it wich a Gariſfon, it began by degrees to 
recoyerits Loſſes, and retrieve its ancient Splendor 
and Comelineſs; for, being pleaſantly ſeated upon 
4 theBrow ofa Hill, which extends its ſelf trom Eaſt 
\ to Weſt, it quickly drew to it numerous Shoals 
of Inhabitants, whereby its Buildings wo 
larged, and its Churches encreafed ro the nuriMer 
of 15 within the Walls, and 1 without, belides 2 
Religious Houſes, an Abby built here A. D. 1096. 
by Eudo, Steward to King Henry T. to the Honour 
of St. Fohn Baptiſt, for the uſe of the Benedi&ire 
Monks, the firſt of that Order which was erected 
in England ; and another Priory, faith the No- 
titia —_— Founded 4. D. 1110. by Iy- 
nulphu, for Canons of the Order of St, Au- 
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fin, and dedicated to St. Borolph and Qt, Julian. 
In the late unhappy Civil Wars it had its ſhare 
of Calamities, for being cloſe Beſheged by their 
Enemies,the Royaliſts within behaved rthemſelvesſp 
bravely, that they could neither takeitby Violence, 
nor box By toa ſurrender, till having block'd y 
all Avenues whereby the leaſt Proviſfion might 
conveyed to them within, they were redeNgs 
ſuch Exigency and Want, Hunger exergifing ity 
Tyranny within the Walis, with no lefs rigour 
than the Enemy did without, that they wege com- 
pelled by one Enemy to Surrender to anorher, and 
to fall by the Sword, rather than die by ao, 
Nor were the Royaliſts more famous for their Va- 
lour and Bravery, than the adverſe Party was infa- 
mous for' their Baſenefs and "T reachery ; for ha, 
ving got poſſefion of the Town, they did noton 
ly exerciſe the utmoſt Rigour and Severity upgn 
ihe weaker fort, who could make no Reliſtanee, 
bur even in cold Blood, did they barbaroufly Mur- 
der 9oir Charles Lucas and Sir Georpe Liſle, Perſpns of 
great Integrity and undaunted cure; who be- 
Came Vidorious to their Malice, being cruelly 
mu to Death by the Sanguimar Fndeof the Inſo- 
ent Soldiers in the Caftle-yard ; on which Spot 
of Ground, wherethey felldown dead, there hath 
never {ince, as isreported, ſprouted up any Graſs, 
as there was wont fo do, the very Ground it ſelf, 
ir ſeems eyer ſince being clad with mourning Weeds, 
and the Graſs, as it were dreading ſuch execrable 
Morders, retires and hides it ſelf withintheBowels - 
of the Earth : But tho? juſt Nemeſis deſigns perhaps 
that plat, as a Monument of infamy to ſucceeding 
venerations, yet doth a Vault prepared for the Fa- 
mily of Sir Charles Lucas (ſecure both his own and 
Fellow-ſufferers Body from any*'farther Attempts 
of rhe Sons of Violence ; and being wrapped in 
Lead they lie in that Church, which was next to 
his own Houfe, and was formerly a fair and 
StmptuousStructure, þut was ruinated by his Ene- 
TRE R - miey 
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mies, who hated the Houſe for the Maſters ſake, 
and were ſo maliciouſly incenſed againſtall that 
had relation to that Noble Fol, that they fa- 
crilegioully violated the Tombs of the Lady Lucas 
and Killigrew in the Church adjoyning, and inhu- 
manely uſed their dead Bodies diſmembring, and 
disjoynting their very Trunks, and wearing their 
Hair in their Hats by way of Triumph, 

The Caſtle is now quite demoliſhed, and gone 
to decay, and though they ſhew'd us a Brazen- 
Gate, which gives entrance, as they fay, to a 
Vault fifteen Miles under-ground, yet the Stories 
they multiply concerning both, are ſo Roman- 
tickly idle and extrayagant, that there is lictle cre- 
dit co be given to any Relations concerning them : 
As for the Town it is very Rich and Populous, 
and there are Merchants of conſiderable Eſtates, 
and great Traders who inhabit it ; The chief Ma- 
nufatture of the PlaceisStuft and Bays, which are 
from thence tranſported into divers parts of the 
World, and there being a Colony of Durchmen 
- planted here, they are induſtrious in keeping up 
the Trade ; nor is it leſs Famous for its Oylters, 
which by the general Vogue of moſt Perfons arz 
reputed the belt in England. 

We betook our ſelves from hence intoits Neigh- 
bouring County of Suffo/k, which is divided into Suffolk. 
too Parts called High and Low Suffo/k, the former 
of which is Miry and Dirty, the other more Plea- 
fant and Delightful, but both areof afat and fertile 
Soil,the Air is here Wholeſome and counted proper 
for Conſumptive people; the Country abounds 
in Rye, Peaſe, and Hemp, feeds abundance of 
Sheep, and produceth great- Store of Butrer and 
Cheeſe ; *tis every where adorned with ſtately Pa- 
laces and Magnificent Edifices, to which the 
Parks, Repleniſhed with Game adjoyning, are 
very conducive to their Profht and Delight. 

he farſt place of note we arrived at here, was 
Ipſwich, called þy the Ns IK Gippeſwick, ltuate on Ipſwich. 
| A ©e 
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the North {ide of the Stour, at the foot of a ſteep 
Hill, commodious for its haven, enriched by For. 
reign commerce, repleniſhed with Inhabitants, a- 
dorned with ſeveral Magnificent Churches, and be- 
ing united into a CAPE 15governed by two 
Baylifts. who have all other Miniſters befitting 
their Grandeur to attend them : It has been for- 
merly fortited with Rampires and Trenches, but 
to little purpoſe, it being incapable of Detence b 
its Situation, becauſe commanded by hills on Kf 
ſides, but rhe South, and Sourh-eaſt : So that the 
Danes did eaſily maſter it 991. who nine Ycars 
after reduced 1t in a manner to a heap of Ruines 
in the Norman times it began to recover it ſelf, in- 
{omuch that it contiſts at this time of divers Pa- 
riſhes, graced with many fair Bulldings. "The Nor- 
mans built a Caſtle, which held out Stoutly againſt 
King Szephen, but was forced ar laſt to Surrender, 
and 1s ſuppoſed by Cambden tohave been demoliſh- 
ed by Henry the Second : Here Landed the 3000 
Flemmings called in by the Nobility againſt the 
faid King Henry, when his Sons rebell'd againſt 
him; and 'tis very obſervable, that in the Civil 
Wars under the Reign of Charles the Firſt, this 
Town ſtood clearot moſt of thoſe Calamitieswhich 
overſpread and involved the reſt of the Nation ; 
"The Streets are kept clean and well Pav'd, and in 
the midſt of the Market-place, which is ſurround- 
ed with rich Shops, Stands a curious Crofs with 
rhe Effigics ot the great and Impartial Goddeſs 
Aſtr.ga, bearing a par of Scales in the one Hand, 
and a Sword in the other, a fit emblem to re- 
mind the Magiſtrates of the exact meaſures the 
mult uſe in the diftribution of Juſtice, and wit 
waiat Severity they muſt proceed 1n diſcounte- 
nancing all the contrary as of Violence and 
Opprcition, The Storc-houſes, which are kept 
for the Kings Ships, do much promote the. 
Trace of the Town ; and there is no ſmall Aqd- 
vintage redounes to it by the continual ſupply of 
ED cores 
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Stores, Which upon occaſion are made for the 
Royal Fry. 

fore the Subverſion of Monaſteries it had its 
ſhare of ſome ſuch Religious Houſes, and of a 
Magnificent College yur by Cardinal Woolſey, 
who receiving here his firſt Breath, though of a 
mean Extraction, being only a Butchers Son, did 
at laſt attain ro ſuch Dignity and Renown, as 
to ſurmount moſt Prelatical Grandees, that have 
been in this Nation before him; but as he was 
mounted up with admiration tq the Hill of Ho- 
nour, he did at laft as ſuddenly tumble down head- 
long from that dangeraus Precipice, and though 
it might have been as truly ſaid of him in one, as 
it was of Alexander the Great in another Senſe, 
Eſtuat infelix anguſto limite Mundi, that this mi- 
crocoſm of our Engliſh Soil was too little and nar- 
row for his large and boundiefs Thoughts, and 
ambitious Deſires ; yet behold, Sarcophago contentus, 
alittle Urn contains all his Pomp and Grandeur, 
which extended it ſelf from our Brizz/h 1/land to 
the Popiſh Conclave at Rome, and his duſt appears of 
no finer mold, than thoſe poor Creatures from 
whom at firſt he lineally deſcended, 

After ſame reſpite in this Place, we paſs'd on  - 
through Needham, Stow and Pulpit, Towns of lit- Needham, 
tle Fame or Repute, but what accrues to them by Stow and 
their Markets, or the River Orwell, which enrich- Wu'pit- 
eth the Soil, to St, Edmunds-Bury, the Eye, and 'iin- 
deed the pleaſant Elyſium of the whole County. S5S:. Ed- 

This Town is calld St. Edmunds-Bury from munds- 
Edmund the Martyr, King of the Eaſt-Anples, Bury. 
who for refuſing to renounce the Chriſtian Faith, 
was ſhot to Death by -Arrows at Hoxon by the 
Danes, and was buried 1n this Place: Ir is further 
ſtyled by Antequaries Villa Fauſtinz, and though 
it be not the fame with the Poet Mar::al's, which 
he ſo elegantly deſcribes, yet it no ways falls ſhort 
in any thing, which may render it amiable or de- 
Jightful : for *tis Situated in a Pleaſant ago 2 

| whole- 
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wholeſfom Soil, not in any part annoyed with 
noiſom Fogs, or offenſive Vapours, but fo libe- 
rally enriched b Nature, with a contribution of 
all Varieties, which may illuſtrate and beautihe it 
that it draws hither great numbers of Perſons of 
Quality; and there is hardly ro be met withal 
in any Town Corporate of our Brztiſb {land a 
more noble Colony, or glorious Aſteriſm of the 
Gentry, than is viſibly ſhining in this renowned 
Sphere. 

The Town it felt hath been very famoys for a 
large and ſtately Monaſtery, Founded by Canurus 
in Honour of St. Edmund, whom his Father Suenu 
had cauſed to be put to Death, to expiate which 
Murther, being affrighted with a Viſion of St. E- 
mund ; he erected a curious StruCture, beautifying 
it with coſtly Ornaments, enriching it with great 
Revenues, and offering his own Crown at the 
Martyrs Tomb. As the Incomes which the Monks 
hereby enjoyed were very conſiderable, ſo were 
the Privileges granted to them unſpeakable, be- 
ing under theGovernment of a Seneſchal or Stew- 
ard, who did not only govern them, but preſide 
over the--whole Town beſides; by whoſe ſtri& 
Order pune, pline the Townſmen were ſoawed 
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and kept under, that in King Edward the Third's - 
Reign; they roſe up in Arms againſt the Monks, 
took away all their Gold and coltly Habiliments, 
their Books,' Charters, with the Afay of their 
Coins, Stamp,” and all other things appertainin 
to their Mint, for which they were afterwards 
ſharply puniſhed and fined by the King, and en- 
forced to cry Peccavi, and make a full Reſtitution 
of what they had ſo unjuſtly defaulked from them. 
After this Broil was over, it .encreaſed again 'in 
ſuch Wealth and -Honour, great Offerings being 
daily made at St. Edmund's Shrine, that ir appear- 
ed rather like a City than a Monaſtery, ſo many 
Gates it had for entrance, and many of them 
Braſs, ſo many Towers, and above all a moſt glo- 
; TOUS 


rious Church ; and thus it continued till the final 
Difſolution of ir by King Henry the Eighth, ſince 
which there remains nothing now, but the Car- 
caſs of that ancient Structure ; and yet even fill 
by its Ruins it is eafie to conjeQture what a maje- 
flick Fabrick it once was. | 

' To this adjoins two large Churches of curious 
ArchiteQure, dedicated the one to St. Fames, and 
the other to St. Mary, and in that ſpacious Church 
Yard, in which they both ſtand, being only part- 
ed by a decorous ſhady Walk of Trees, as the 
Afſizes for the County are held at the further end 
of it, in a Court-Houſe ereQed for that popes 
ſo there are divers Monuments diſperſed all over 
it with various ancient inſcriptions ; butthree Epi. 
raphs in a more eſpecial manner we did more par- 
ticularly take notice of. .

On the Front of that noble and ſpacious Gate, 
which leads into the Abbey, is a place called the 
Angel-Hill, very ſignal for its row, of curious 
Buildings, molf of which belong to Perſons of 
Quality ; and a -lirtle further in the North-Gare- 
ſtreet, belides ſeveral Houſes of great Note and 
Eminency, ſtands the Free-School, being a new 
Structure erected of Brick, by the liberal Contri- 
bution of well-diſpoſed BenetaQtors : The ancient 
Station for the School was formerly in the Eaft- 
Gate-ſtreet, and was Built and Endowed by King 
Edward the Sixth with a generous Minerval for a 
Maſter and Uſher, and four Exhibitions for four 
Gcholars at their T rantarativn to the Univer- 
ſity of Cambridge ;, but that being very inconve- 
nient by reaſon of a little Rivolet, which running 
along by it, by whoſe muddy ſtreams it was fre- 
quently overflowed, and the School it felf much 
Impair'd and gone to decay, through the care and 
prudence of its Goyernars, who are Twelve in 
| number, 
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number, and the aſſiſtance of ſome other worthy 
Gentlemen within the Neighbourhood thereof, it 
was tranſlated at laſt into a better Soil, and fixed 
in a more pleaſant and convenient place. 

On the Front of it ſtands the Statue of King 
Edward the Sixth, and at the upper end of the 
School were placed his Royal Arms with this In- 
{cription, 


Edwardus Sextus poſuit, Virtutis Alumnus, 
Grath diſce puer, Regia namque Schola eſt. 


The Maſter and Uſher, who here preſide, are 
Perſons of no leſs Note than Learning, and by the 
great Concourſe of Scholars which flock hither, 
and have come to this place from the remoteſt 
Parts of the Nation, *tis cafie to gueſs ar the ſtri&t- 
neſs of their Diſcipline, and their admirable way 
of inſtruting Youth, which ſeems here to be 
Hereditary, there having of late been ſucceſſively 
three Maſters of great Worth and Honour, vix: 
Mr. Dickenſon, Dr. Stephens, and Mr. Leeds, the 

eſent Maſter, who hath ſufficiently fignalized 

is Name to Poſterity by ſeveral uſeful and learn- 
ed Books, he hath publiſhed, under the laſt of 
which I had the Happineſs to receive the farſt Ru. 
diments of my Education ; nor can I mention his 
Name without the moſt profound Reſpe&, nor 
when I think of his manifold Favours conferred 
upon me, refrain from breaking forth into a Poe- 
tical Rapture with the ſincereſt Gratitude ima-

Champaign Heath, where the Walks are fo plea- 
fant, and the Air fo ſweet, that every gentle we

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doth fan and clear the Blood from all groſs and 
feculent Humours, and infuſing a more than or. 
dinary Agility and Briskneſs into the Spirits, keeps 
the Body conſtantly in an even and healthy Crafcs ; 
And indeed every where about the Town there 
are diſperſed ſuch variery of Delights for Recreg. 
tion, ſo mach Wit and Facetiouſneſs for Divcc- 
ſion, ſo muck gentile Complaiſance for Imitation, 
that *tis no wonder to behold it fo Populous and 
ſo Rich, fo Gay and ſo Glorious, and every day 
to receive {till greater addittaments of Wealth and 


- Honour. 


As for what concerts the particular Govern- 
ment of the Town, *tis under the Charge of an 
Alderman with 'T'welve Brethren, who are his 
Aſſiſtants, out of which the Chiet Magiſtrate is 
annually ele&ed, who have all things nece{lary to 
fupport their Grandeur : And for its conſtant ſup- 
plies of Proviſion, there is weekly a great Market 
of Corn and all other Commodities, to-be ſervice. 
able to the Inhabitants; and for the farther pro- 
moting of our Erg/iſb ManufaQtures, there are 
two great Fairs kept here every Year, wherein 
they may furniſh themſelves with what their Mar- 
kets are not able to ſupply them: 

Not far from this T own was that great Battel 
fought againſt King Henry the Second, in which he 
overthrew Rober: Farl of Leiceſter with his Rabble 
of Elemmings, the Earl himſelt and his Wife being 
taken Priſoners. And here was Born Richardus 
de Bury, Biſhop of Durham, the Governor of Eg.- 
ward the Third when young, and famous efpe-

moſt admirable, is the contrivance of the Sign- 
Poſt, which ſeems to contain an Epitome of O- 
vid's Metamorphoſis in Efhigie; on the = of it is an 
Aſtronomer looking through a Quadrant, and 
riding upon an Anchor, with the four Cardinal 
Virtues-on each {ide of him ; Forrirude with ber

oft ſtand ſeveral Images curiouſly carved and 
painted ; the firſt repreſents a Huntſman equipped 
and accoutred with his Horn and green Jacket, as 
if he was then very hotupon his Chaſe ; and next 
to him A#econ transformed into a Stag, under 
which is this Inſcription, A&eo0n ego ſum, Doms- 
.num cognoſcite veſtrum : The next as Diana, mu a 
| Alik- 
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Half-Moon upon her Head, the Planets under 
her Feet, her Quiver in her Hand, and her Horn 
by her fide, and before her is a Greyhound in a 
cleſe purſuit after a Hair : After which ſtands old 
Time with an Hour-Glaſs on his Head, a Syth in 
his Left-Hand, a Prodigal Youth in his Right, 
and Death under his Feet, with this Inſcription, 
Tempus edax rerum. ' In the middle hangs the Sign 
of the White Hart, ingeniouſly contrived into an 
Oval Figure, with two Angels and two Lions at 
each corner, under one of which are placed four 
naked Boys preſſing of Grapes, and under the other 
2 Tumbler ſhewing feats of Activity. On both 
{ides are Coats of Arms of ſome of the chief Fami- . 
lies both in Suffolk and Norfolk, with Bacchus ſitting 
aſtride upon a Barrel, and holding two Bunches 
of Grapes in one hand, and 2 Cup of Wine in 
the other; The Effigies of a Triton riding upon 
the back of a Dolphin; and alſo of a Shepherd 
playing aertily upon his Rural af And laſt of 
all, on each ſide of the Poſt, which ſupports the 
whole Fabrick, ſtands three-headed Cerberys, the 
oreat Janitor of the Infernal Court; and griſle- 
bearded Charon, with his Boat and Oars wafting 2 
Wench over the S tygian F err Y.

Hater From hence pailng 'awaiy through Haleſworth 
Wort. (formerly called Healſwortla, which was made a 
Marker Town by King Henry. the Third, at the 
requelt of Sir Rich. Argenton, Whoſe Families were 
Sow h- here ſeated) we came to Sewld, alias Southwold, 
woli. where isa Haven of great Note in this County ; 
Durnwich-*©3 lituate ſome Miles North from Dunwzch, an- 
remly a Biſhop's See, anda potent City, though 
now almo{t quite overwhelmed by the mercileſs 
Ocean ; it ttands upon a Clift, rhe Sea on the Eaſt, 
the finrbour on the South, the River Blicth with a 
Draw bridge bn the Welk, and a ſmall neck of 
®.X 01 the North, fo that it is in a manner fur- 
rounded with Water, eſpecially at every Flood ; 
its Bi, Called Soutkwold-Bay, but commonly 
pronounced 
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ronounced Sowl/ds-Bay, is chiefly made by the 
ting forth of the Eaſton Neſs, which lies North- 
Faſt from it, and covers it from Northerly Winds. 
The commodiouſneſs of Anchorage mikes many 
Veſſels lie near; by reaſon of which the Mariners 
| become good Beneftactors to it, and contribute ex- 
ceedingly to its 'T'rade and Commerce : Tis very 
famous for the many Rendezvouz,s of our Royal 
Fleets, near to which the Er liſh and Dutch have 
ſo frequently diſputed their Maricine Privileges 
with Powder and Buller, where their reſolute Cou- 
rage hath been ſo Renown'd amongſt the neigh- 
bouring Natzons, that they have even tremblcd at 
their furious Onlſcts, as if every Broad-ſide had 
been a Thunder-clap from Heaven, which pre- 
fently threatned their immediate DeſtruCtion ; 
that though they became Victims to each other's 
Fury, yet memorable "Trophies of their invin- 
cible Valour will ſti] remain to ſucceeding Gene- 
rations. 


Leftoff,, a little narrow Town, which ſtands Leftoff 


upon the Sea, being the laſt Market 'F'own we 
viſited in this County, made us quickly a Paſſage 
for its neighbouring County of Norfolk, which 
are parted by the Rivers Ouſe and IVaveney. 


"Tis a Region' of a large exrent, and near the Norfolk. 


Sea is Champaign, and yields plenty of Corn, in 
other parts Woody or full of Heaths, well cover- 
ed with Sheep and Comes ; *tis adorn'd with di- 
vers Curious Seats of the Nobility and Gentry ;

Yarmouth was the firſt Town of any Note which Yarmouth 
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entertained us with a pleaſant and divertive Pro. 
ſpect ; the Haven is as commodious as the [Tay 
beauriful, being fortified both by Art and Natyre: 
For although it be environed almoſt round yith 
Water, on the Weſt-{ide with the River Joy 
( from whence it receives its Name) which bad 
a draw Bridge over it, and from other Parts with 
the Ocean, unleſs it be Northward, where there 
is frm Land, yet it 15 likewiſe incloſed with q 
very ftrong Wall, upon which, beſides Tower, 
is caſt up a Mount towards the Eaſt, and 'are 
planted ſeveral Pieces of Ordnance to defend the 
Town and command the Sea. There is but one 
Church, bur that fair and lofry, adorned with x 
high ſpire Steeple, built at firſt by Herbert Biſhop— 
of Norwich ; bur there are divers clean and ſpagt+ 
ous Streets, on each fide of which are ſeveral rows 
of very uniform Buildings, inhabited by wealthy 
and gentuie Perſons. | 
That this Town is of no great ſtanding, but re- 
ceived its beginning from the Ruines of old Gari- 
ammonum, 1s the general vogue of all Antiquaries; 
And 'tis certain that Cerdick , a yaliant Saxon Cap- 
tain coming here to the place, which is ſtill called 
Cerdick-ſhore, about the Year 895, as the Saxom 
Chrenicle informs us, together with his Son Cyn- 
rick and fiye Ships; and finding it rauch decayed, 
by reaſon the River Tare had diverted its Current 
2nother way, planted a Colony. of Saxons in a 
moiſt and watery Ground upon the Welt-fide of 
the River, which place he called Jarmguth ; but 
the Inhabitants finding both the Air and Soil very 
prejudicial to them, tranſplanted themſelves to 
the other {ide of the River, - called from the ſame 
Cerdich,, Cerdick-Sand, and built this new Town, 
which in a ſhort time grew ſo potent and popu- 
lous, that they ſtrengrhened it with a Wall, and 
were able to make up fo ſtrong a Body. of 3ea- 
men, as would quell make Incurſions upon 
the Neighbourhood of Le/teff, and the: adjacent

The great Damages it ſuſtained, and Misfor- 
tunes it was expoſed to, when Suenus the Dane with 
his Bloody Crew took his range in theſe Parts; 
and after that William the Conqueror had ſertled 
the Britiſh Crown upon his Head, were too dole- 
ful and tragical a Story to relate: Nor were the 
Calamitjes it underwent leſs deplorable, when 
Hugh Bigod, Earl 'of Norfolk, fided with Yqung 
Prince Henry againſt his Father, and, as tis ſuppo- 
ſed, -re-edified the Caſtle which ſtands upon ahteh 
Hill, and was once thought impregnable, till 
Lewis the French Monſieur, by the afliſtance of 
the Seditious Barons, won it at laſt by Siege. And 
as if the Plague and the Sword had made a Con- 
ſpiracy together, utterly to ſubvert and deſtroy 
it, the Peſtilence.in the Reign of King Edward 
the 'Third, conſumed no Wa than 57374, be- 
ſides Eccleſiaſtick Mendicants, and Dominicans : 
Bur after this, in ſucceeding Ages, it began again 
ro flouriſh, whilſt ro recruit their ſtrength, which 
was much impair'd, Ring Henry the Firſt Per:

mitted the Citizens to Wall the — and King 
Richard the Second gave them a Grant for the 
Tranſportation of Worfted, and to advance their | 
Trade, which was extreamly eclipſed ; King 
Henry the Fourth renewed their Charter, and con- 
ferred on them the Honour to chuſe every. Year a 
Mayor, whereas by a former Order mou FE 
Stephen, they were only govern'd by Coroners anc 
Baylifts : And as if the Fates with no leſs eager- 
neſs deſigned their Felicity, than before they con- 
ſulted their Miſery, the Dutch, who flock'd over 
hither during the. Bloody Inquiſition of Duke Alva, 
have made it very opulent by the great Trade of 
Says, Bays, and other curious Stufts, which here 
occaſion a confiderable Merchandize. 

Here 1s an Hoſpital, where above an Hundred 
Men and Women are maintained ; and A. D. 
1094. the Epiſcopal See was tranſlared hicher, 
being firſt placed at Dunwich about the Year 636. 
by Felix the Burgundian, who eſtabliſhed the Eaſt- 
Angles 1n the Chriſtian Faith ; and here it conti- 
nued, till Biſus the fourth Biſhop from him rc- 
moved it to North-Elmham in Norfoth in 673. 
leaving a Suffragan Biſhop at Domer or Dunwich ; 
afterwards both Sees becoming vacant for the 
ſpace of 100 Years after the Death of St Flumbere 
alias Humbrite ( who ſuffered Martyrdom with 
King Edmund. by the Bloody Danes) in 955. A- 
dulphus, alias Athulphus, ſeu Eadulphus (who lived 
in the time of King Edwin) became Biſhop of both 
Sees under the Title of North-E/mbam ; but in the 
Eleventh Century, Herfaftus, by Bartholomew Cot- 
ton, in his Hiſtory of the Biſhops of Norwich, cal- 
led ArFartus, who was Chaplain to Y:lliam the 
Conqueror, and a great Favourite of that Prince 
before the Conqueſt, as is obſerved by the Learn-

This Church is a very 
ſtately and magnificent Structure, and famous not , 
only for its Croſs and Cloyſter, but for rhe Roof 
likewiſe, which runs aloft over the Body of it, on 
which is pourtrayed to the Life the Hiſtory of the 
Bible in divers little Images, curiouſly carved 
and adorned, from the Creation of the World to 
the Aſcenſion of our Blefled Saviour, and the 
Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt. with the perfect Fi- 
gures and Reſemblances of our Lord's Crucifuxi- 
on and ReſurreCtion, and divers other Circutn- 
ſtances that attended him, both at his Nartivity 
and Paſſion. And for the Encouragement of Pie- 
ty and Learning, every Sunday Morning through- 
out the Year there is a Sermon preached by fuch 
Miniſters as the Biſhop ſhall appoint, to each of 
which is preſented Twenty Shillings left as a Le- 
gacy to the Church for this Religious purpoſe,

with his own Sword from his fide (which is con- 
tinually carried before the Mayor, whenever he 
pleaſeth - to appear in State ) but likewiſe gov 
them a great Silver Cup gilt, for the uſe © 
Corporation; which becauſe they ſhew as a main 
Badge and Cognizance of Royal Favour to all 
Strangers and Foreigners of. any Note or Repute, 
they ſeldom produce it, unleſs filled with Wine 
to Jrink His Majeſty's, and Mr. Mayor's Healths,

River cauſeth a very commodious Haven, fo that 
many times here lie a Fleet of Ships, which con- 
vey down Goods hither from all Parts ; and the 
Mart which is kept here yearly doth much enrich 
the Town with all ſorrs of Commodities : There 
are fair and beautiful Houſes ſeated on both ſides 
of the River, -over which is built a wooden Bridge 
of a great beight, for the more eaſie converſe and 
che Inhabitants: The Market-place 
is fair and large, and on Market Days well ſtored 
with all kind of Proviſions ; and the Church be- 
ing a moſt curious and ſtately Fabrick, is chiefly 
remarkable for its towring Steeple, which hath as 
many ſteps-in it, from the top to the bottom, ss 
there are Days in the Year, and-.doth not: only 
ſalute all Travellers at a grear diſtance, but is a 
good 5ea-mark and Dire&ion to all Sailors.

This place of great conſequence is now unde 
che Government of his Grace the Duke of Leed; 
and the Inhabitants are ſtill great Traders to New. 
foundland for Fiſh and Oil; and in their Triniy. 
Houſe, which is an Hoſpital for poor and im 
tent Perſons, they ſhew a little Boat with the 1 
figies of a Wild Man, who, they fay, was found 
therein many Leagues off at Sea, with a mel 
bone of a mighty Whale, both which they 
brought with them from the Northern Seas. 
Aer we had pleaſed our felves with the vari. 
ous Diverſions of this place, we withdrew from 
hence to a neighbouring Town called Beverh, 
ſuppoſed by Cambden to be the Petuaria Pariſiorum, 
ad about ſeven or eight Miles further into the 
Country, where Fohn de Beverly, firſt of Hexham, 
afterward Arch-Biſhop of York, a Man of grea 
rning and Piety, having _— up his Bi- 
ſhoprick, came and ended his Life in Solitarineh 
and Contemplation. "The Memorial of this Holy 
Man was fo reverend and ſacred to many Kings of | 
this I{land, eſpecially ro King Athel/tan, who ho- 
noured him as his Tutelary Saint, after the great- 
eſt Conqueſt he had obtained over the Danes, that 
for his fake they endowed it with great and fin- 
gular Privileges and Immunities, which it ſeems 
Athelſtan did afterward enlarge, who came hither 
and offered his Knife at his Tomb : For in the 
Church, which is an ancient and goodly Structure | 
builr Carhedral-wiſe, is ſtill ro be read this In- 
ſcription, engraven upon the Welt end of rhe

York, formerly ſtiled by the Britains, Caer-E. 
brank, from King Ebrank, the firſt Founder of it ; 
and Evzerwick by the Saxons, from the River Ure 
or Ouſe, is for its Magnificence very deſervedly ; 
reputed the ſecond City of England; the ſituation | 
of it is mighty pleaſling and Jelighsful. and the 
Buildings, both private and publick, ſtately and 
beautiful ; *ris rich and populous, glorious and 
honourable, both in reſpe&t of its being governed 
by a Lord Mayor, who moderates: in all cafes of 
temporal Afeairs, as alſo by an Arch-Biſhop, who 
is Chief Judge in all Spiritual Matters. 

The River Ouſe flowing with a gentle Stream 
from the North, divides the City into two Parts, 
which yet are conjoined by a ſtrong Stone Bridge, 
conſiſting of five Arches, one of which is of fo 
large a f1ze, that it contains twice the breadth of _ 
any of the other: And round the City ſtands a - 
thick and ſpacious Wall ; and as on the Weſt fide 
tis fortified with a Wall and River together, and 
a great Gate, which is called Mike! Bar, near to 
which is the Mount called the Od Bale, raiſed and 
deſigned for a Fort by #/:ltiam Melton, Arch-Biſhop 
of this See; ſo on the Eaſt fide, oppoſite to the 
Mount, ſtands an ancient Caſtle built by /illiam 
the Conqueror, which isenviron'd with a ſtrong Wall 
and a deep Mote, over which is a Deaw-Bridge 
which gives entranceintoit ; bereis uſually a ſmal 
Garriſon ſupplied by a Regiment of Soldiers, which 
Quarters abouttheCity, andhath ſome great Guns 
and Ammunition ſuitable for the Defence of ,

Here are now but Seventeen Pariſh Churches; 
though formerly. there were Thirty ; and towards 
the North-Eaſt ſtands the Cathedral dedicated to 
St. Peter, being one of the moſt magnificent and 
ately Fabricks in our native So2l, near to which 
is the Prince's Houſe, called commonly the Man- 
| nor-Houſe. This Church was firſt Founded by 
Paulinus, who converted Edwyn, King of the 
Northumbers, and his People ro the Chriſtian 
Faith, about the Year 626. Ir was then a mean 
Oratory built only of Wood, but, as we are in- 
formed by the Saxon Chronicle, the King conſti- 
tuting Paulinus the firſt Biſhop of this See, order. 
&d him to build a more ample Structure of Stone, 
but he dying before the whole was finiſhed, it was 
at laſt compleated by Oſwald ; afterward, accord- 
ing to the various Succeſſes and Conqueſts of the 
Nation, it flouriſhed or decayed till the Reign of 
King Stephen, when a ſudden Fire breaking out in 
the City, amongſt other great Buildings conſu- 
med this too ; together with a noble Library 
founded at firſt here by Egbert Arch-Biſhop of 
York, from whence Alcuinus, the Preceptor of 
Charles the Great, and Founder of the Univerlity 
of Pars, borrowed thoſe Lights which have ſince 
glittered there, a Library which was ſtiled by the 
Men of thoſe Days the Cabinet of Arts, and Cloſer 
' of all the Liberal Sciences. In this forlorn Condition 
it continued, and lay buried in its Afhes till the 
Reign of Edward the Firlt, when Fohn Roman, 
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Treaſurer of the Church, laid the 
Foundation * for a new Superltry- 
Qture, which afterward by the Mu- 
nificence of William Melton, and 
Fohn Thursby, both Arch-Biſhons 
hereof, together with the liberal 
Contributions of divers Perſons a- 
mongſt the Nobility and Gentry,

The Superftrufture above 'is made with great

The firſt Original of this Church's Metropolita- 
niſm Ls rat Honorius, L., che wang it nad 
not a Superiarity over ve Biſhopri 
in England, but its Primacy was dilond aver all 
the Blhops of Sceeland too ; but in proceſs of time 
Scotland having exempted it ſelf from its JuriſdiQi- 
on, other places likewiſe did the  thar 
there are only now left four Biſhopricks which 
are ſubje& to this Sec, namely, Durham, Carliſle, 
Cheſter, and or Sodoy 1n the I/te of Man: In- 
deed there was afterward ſeveral private Grudges, 
Heart-burnings, and Conteſts betwixt Canterbury 
and 7ork touching Precedency, Appeals, and ſome 
Eccleſiaſtical Privileges, but by a Decree of Pope 
Alexander they were quelled, who ordained that 
the Church of York ſhould be ſubjeR ro Canter-

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But to return again from the Church into the 
City, we find itto have been-a place of great An. 
tiquity ; for it was not only famous for the $. 
ulture of Eadbryth, King of the Northumber, a. 
ut the Year 738, together with his Brother Ep. 
bert, Arch-Biſhop of this See; and' long before 
that time, of two greater and- more renowned 
Emperors, Severus and Conſtantin; but likewiſe 
in that Conſtantine the Great, after the Death of 
his Father, was firſt here in this _ ſaluted ahd 
proclaimed Emperor by the Soldiers, at which : 
time it appears to have been in great Repute and 
Eſtimation, till the Remans deſerting it, left it > Ml * 
Prey :to the ' birbarous Nations, ſo that not only 
the Scots and Pies did depopulate and. ſpoil ir, 
but afterward the Saxons and Danes, as they got 
Poffeſſion, ſtill Ranfack'd and laid it Waſte; fg 
that 'about- the 'Year 867, it grew ſo extreamly 
weak, through' the” grievous Oppreſlion of the 
Danes, that Osbright and Ella broke';ealily through 
the Walls beroel and encountring there the Danes, 
were both ſlain in the Battel, the Danes remaining 
Maſters of the City, faiththe Suxon Chronicle, tho' 
they loſt - it ar laſt to Athe!ſtan, in' the year 928, 
Nor found it kinder Uſage from the mercileſs Nor- 
mans, 'who treated it no better than its former Ene- 
mies had done; ſothareventill after King Stephen's 
Days there was'little left in it, by reaſon of ſo 
many Calamities that befel ir, bur a ſmall poor 
ſhadow of a great'Name ; but ar laſt after ſundry 
bitter Blaſts, and troubleſom Storms, - which had 
grievoully ſhaken and afflicted it, a fweet gale of 
peaceful-Days began to refreſh and enliven it, and 
n the ſpace of a few Years it hereby became a 
Wonder to it ſelf, and a Miracte to others, by 
reaſon of its proſperous Condition, and ever fince 
it hath increaſed in Honour and Wealth, in 
Grandeur and Power, till at laſt it attained ts 
thar height of Greatneſs in which' it: is mow eſta- 
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We diverted our ſelves for ſome Days in this Ci- 
ty, where during our abode we had the Honourto 
be invitedto the Lord Mayors Houſe, who'rreat- 
ed us with all the Civility imaginable ; where 1 
cannot omit to obſerve by the way, that there'are 
no Gentlemen more affable, and Courteous, more 
Hoſpitable and Generous, more Obliging in theit 
deportment and hearty in their entertainments, to 
all Strangers and foreigners, than the generality 4 
of the Gentry, who are every where diſperſed —_ 
through theſe Motthen Climates. ef a 1 F 

The great ſatisfattion we met withal here made 
us hope for no leſs in the reſt of our Northern tra- 
vels, and giving us encouragement for a further 
Progreſs, we ſer forward from York to Malton a Malton. 
Market 'Town' notable for the great reſort 'of 
Jockeys, who flock thither in abundance to the 
Fair, that is held there every Year for Horſes, 'tis 
watred by the River Rh:e, and well frequented for 
Corn, Fiſk, and Inftruments of Husbandry ; and 
here are {ti!! to be ſeen the ruines of an old Caſtle 
belonging formerly to the Urſcies, who were an-
